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Watershed Land 
Proposal Draws 
Mixed Reviews

A warrant article that defines and gov- 
erns land use in areas surrounding And- 
over’s water supply met with mixed 
reviews in a public hearing at Tuesday 
night’s Planning Board meeting. 

The proposed Watershed Protection 
Overlay District, drawn up by planning 
consultant Frances M. Fink in conjunc- 
tion with town staff and board members, 
was lauded by members of the West And- 
over Neighborhood Association 
(WANA). A number of its provisions 
were roundly criticized, however, by 
Robert McQuade, Andover’s Director of 
Public Works. 

The proposed warrant article defines 
and maps the watershed area, those land 
parcels which abut and/or drain into 
Haggetts Pond and Fish Brook. It includ- 
es previsions which seek to protect the 
town’s water supply—drawn from the 
ponds—by establishing design standards 
for new construction on potentially de- 
velopable land (which, according to 
Fink, makes up approximately 20 per- 
cent of the watershed area); limiting 
and regulating construction on land now 
developed (approximately 40 percent); 
and governing the use of hazardous or 
toxic substances such as _ pesticides, 
stored fuel and road salt. 

WANA President Don Barber of Brady 
Loop Road said of West Andover resi- 
dents who live in or near the watersheds, 
‘We are, through the Association, going 
to support this entire article.’ He added 
that he would like to see strict enforce- 
ment of fuel storage restrictions in the 
area, as well as carefully-developed reg- 
ulations and clean-up provisions relating 
to the hauling of hazardous substances 
over the major highways that cross the 


watershed. 

Chief among the targets of Public 
Works Director McQuade’s objections 
was a provision that site design in new 
construction not increase the volume of 
stormwater drainage unless the board 
determines that natural drainage meth- 
ods are not feasible or desirable on a 
site. McQuade charged that opting for 
natural open draining would “not solve 
the problems (of pollution by runoff); it 
will create other problems.” The biggest 
problem, he indicated, would be the cre- 
ation of drainage ponds. 

According to McQuade, drainage 
ponds raise liability difficulties, cause 
flood control problems, and must be 
maintained by heavy equipment. Fur- 
thermore, he said, disposal of sediment 
containing runoff contamination is logis- 
tically difficult. 

McQuade also took the article’s cre- 
ators to task for using such terminology 
as ‘‘within 50 feet from the mean annual 
flood elevation” and ‘‘within four feet of 
the maximum water table.” He said that 
the terms could not be accurately de- 
fined, and that their inclusion would 
make certain construction, such as sew- 
er work, difficult. 

“T think the problem with this is—I 
guess it’s a textbook approach,”’ said 
McQuade. ‘‘When you put that into prac- 
tice and see its effect...’ 

Furthermore, McQuade said, the fact 
that the article is a specific set of regula- 
tions which have to be put into effect and 
changed by town meeting votes dis- 
turbed him, because it meant that the 
regulations must be ‘‘set in concrete for 
at least a year.”’ 

He advocated the creation of an article 
that described the watershed area and 
listed its problems and potential pollut-

Andover Surgeon Pioneers Implant 


Device For Hearing Impaired

he man in the videotape smiles at the 
technician, who is reading a sentence 
from the paper in her hand. 

He is 57 years old, the man—but his is 
a child’s smile, a naked mix of excite- 
ment, delight and wonder. “I’m sorry,” 
he says simply. ‘‘I can’t concentrate.” 

The technician is not offended. For 
Clifford Cleary of Salem, N.H., this lapse 
in concentration is understandable; after 
living in complete silence for 20 years, he 
has just experienced his first sounds. 

Until nearly a month ago Cleary, a se- 
nior engineer for AT&T, was profoundly 
deaf—beyond the scope of treatment by 
hearing aids. In mid-January, he be- 
came the second person to undergo a 
new procedure, the insertion of a Multi- 
channel Cochlear Implant, at Bon Se- 
cours Hospital—the only center in New 
England where the device and the sur- 
gery are available. 

Now, Cleary hears. His hearing is not 
‘“‘normal’’; it never will be. But, for the 
first time in 20 years, he has the hope of 
understanding human speech without 
having to rely upon lip-reading or writ- 
ten messages. 

Behind this miracle stands an unlikely 
candidate for deity—Andover native Dr. 
Fred G. Arrigg, Jr., a young ear surgeon 
who, with his father and sister, makes up 
one-third of Arrigg Eye and Ear Asso- 
ciates of Lawrence. 

Arrigg’s boyish face belies the fierce- 
ness of his dark, bristling moustache; his 
manner is at once studious and enthu- 
siastic. Sitting in the family room of his 
West Andover home, where he lives with 
his wife, Laura, and their daughter, Alli- 
son, Arrigg watches the Cleary video- 
tape on the VCR for what might be his 
hundreth time. Then he says, “Even after 
seeing it again and again, it still brings 
tears to my eyes.” 

At his feet, the year-old Allison pokes a 
pudgy finger at the buttons on the VCR. 
Arrigg lifts her gently into his lap and 
tries to explain the procedure that has 
brought him so much local media atten- 
tion over the past two months. 

The operation is in itself deceptively 
simple, as Arrigg explains it. A disk 
about the size of a fifty-cent piece with a 
tail of flexible wire is set into the bone 
behind a patient’s ear; the wire is in- 
serted into the section of the inner ear 
that is called the cochlea. The apparatus 
is completely hidden, sealed beneath the 
skin. 

Behind the apparent simplicity, how- 
ever, lies years of study and advanced 
computer technology. The disk is a re- 
ceiver/stimulator; the wire, a bundle of 
22 electrodes that are positioned to lie in 
direct contact with nerve endings in the 
cochlea. 

There is no extraordinary risk to the 
surgery, says the doctor; both of his pa- 
tients who had it were discharged, with- 
out complication, within 48 hours. 


Later, after the incision is healed, the 
patient receives the externally-worn part 
of the device. This consists of a head- 
band, worn under the hair, that holds a 
microphone/transmitter; and a ciga- 
rette-pack-sized speech processor, to 
which the microphone is connected by a 
wire. 

Although the processor might resem- 
ble a ‘‘body aid” in size and shape, Ar- 
rigg is quick to specify that it is not a 
hearing aid. The processor, which is 
clipped onto a patient’s clothing, is actu- 
ally a miniaturized computer. 

Sounds are taken in by the microphone 
in the headband, explains Arrigg, and 
sent to the processor. The processor 
codes those sounds instantly and sends 
them back to the microphone/transmit- 
ter, which radios them across the skin to 
the implanted receiver. The receiver 
sends the impulses through the elec- 
trodes, which stimulate the nerve end- 
ings. 

The brain receives these stimulations 
as sound: the patient “‘hears.”’ 

Arrigg speaks with an obvious pride 
about the capabilities of the device—the 
spectrum of sounds that can be relayed 
by programming the 22 channels of elec- 
trodes, as opposed to the one-pitch poten- 
tial of single-channel models used in 
more conservative surgery; the incon- 
spicuousness and relative convenience of 
the gear, which is worn in back and can 
be removed to allow a patient to sleep, 
shower and swim. 

But his greatest enthusiasm is re- 
served for the human element of the 
equation—the pioneers, like Cleary and 
Patricia Landry of Lawrence, who have 
received implants, and those future pa- 
tients who will benefit their experiences 
and his medical skills. 

According to Arrigg, the best candi- 
dates for cochlear implant are remarka- 
ble, both in their level of impairment and 
their determination to deal with it. 
Though born hearing, they must be deaf 
in both ears, beyond the help of hearing 
aids—people who might be described as 
(inaccurately, he says) ‘‘nerve deaf.”’ 

“They also have to be highly moti- 
vated,’’ Arrigg adds emphatically, ‘‘and 
have realistic expectations—that it won’t 
restore their hearing to ‘normal’, but it 
will be a tremendous help to understand- 
ing lip-reading—and, in some patients, to 
the extent of being able to communicate 
over the phone or without lip-reading.”’ 

Motivation is vital, the surgeon ex- 
plains, because even though the surgery 
is easily done and tolerated, a deaf per- 
son must undergo extensive—and inten- 
sive—rehabilitation to re-learn how to 
hear. ‘‘You don’t just put it on and say 
‘Wow, I can hear,’ ”’ he says. ‘You have 
to learn what the sounds mean, how to 
interpret voices. Sometimes it takes a 
month, maybe two, maybe three, of 
training—really, it’s.a lifelong process. of

training.’ 

Arrigg has devoted much of his own 
professional life to the process, too. Ar- 
rigg’s variety of cochlear implant is done 
in other sections of the country; in fact, 
he says, ‘‘In California, they’re a ‘dime a 
dozen’.”” But because hospitals in New 
England have only implanted the sim- 
pler ‘‘one channel” device, Arrigg has 
had to pursue his training in the 22-chan- 
nel implant technology and technique by 
traveling throughout the world. 

Setting up an implant center has taken 
‘‘a great deal of personal commitment,”’ 
Arrigg admits. It has also taken the 
backing of Bon Secours Hospital. 

Why a relatively small-town hospital 
like Bon Secours, when Boston is a half- 
iy away”? Arrigg smiles at the ques- 

on. 

‘‘My father’s been an ear specialist for 
almost 30 years,’”’ he says. “Years ago, 
people were asking the same thing about 
some of his procedures—why here, and 
not Boston?”’ 

Even though Bon Secours is not lo- 
cated in ‘the big city,” says Arrigg, 
‘‘they have a reputation for being in the 
forefront of technology.” Although the 
22-channel. device was. considered ‘‘ex- 
perimental” by the USFDA at the time 


he began his quest to bring it to this area 
(it has since been removed from that 
designation), Arrigg felt it represented 
‘‘a logical extension of the technology” 
that he and hjs father, Fred G. Arragg, 


Sr., have practiced together for some | 
time. Unlike other New England hospi- | 


tals that took a more conservative tack, 
Bon Secours agreed. The institution gave 
its official okay to the opening of an im- 
plant center approximately eight months 
ago. 

That approval, says Arrigg, included 
financial backing. In addition to the hos- 
pital’s funding, the center now has a 
Cochlear Implant Fund to which donors 
may contribute. ‘The entire operation is 
covered by insurance,” says Arrigg: 
“Right now, most of the money goes to-

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New Education Curator Will 
Document Andover’s History

An interest in historical architecture 
and archaeology brought Barbara Thi- 
bault to Andover, to become the first Cu- 
rator of Education for the Andover 
Historical Society located in the Amos 
Blanchard House, 97 Main St. 

Thibault taught Phys-Ed. and Home 
Economics in the Newton and Melrose 
school systems while raising her three 
children. 

She followed her continued interests 
which led to her return to Boston Univer- 
sity, where she received a masters de- 
gree in Historical Preservation and 
Museum Studies in 1985. Upon comple- 
tion of her degree she worked as a part- 
time consultant for museums on work in- 
volving historical architecture. She has 
worked with children, adults and volun- 
teers in various projects with area his- 
torical commissions, Newton’s Jackson 
Homestead, Historic Salem and Charles- 
town’s archeology project. 

“I’m looking forward to the challenge 
of the job and the full-time commitment 
to a community that has a wealth of cul- 
tural resources.” Thibault said. 

One of the biggest challenges facing 
Thibault is creating a new house tour of 
the Amos Blanchard House. Blanchard 
was a banker who lived in the Main 
Street home from 1819 to 1847. 

Thibault chose politics, education, 
economy, with a specific look at banking, 
religion and household management as 
themes to incorporate in each room’s 
historical tale. The rooms are set up to 
reflect the decade which represented a 
time of transition for Andover, the 1820s 
through the 1830s. 

‘The town of Andover was in the fore- 
front of what was happening in the 
American economy at the time. Andover 
was in the midst of changing from an 
Agriculture to an Industrial center.” 

Woolen mills, such as the Smith and 
Dove, which manufactured flax for linen 
thread in the Old Frye Village, and Mar- 
land Mills, which took over smaller man- 
ufacturing centers along the Shawsheen 
River, came in during the 1820s and ’30s. 

The atmosphere of a family momen- 
tarily interrupted a century later has 
been successfully created in the Amos 
Blanchard House. The dining room table 
is set for after-dinner apple cider, not 
sherry for the active Temperance 
Movement members. A paper dated No- 
vember 1, 1828, is strewn on the table, 
headlines reflecting the upcoming presi- 
dential race of John Quincy Adams of 
Massachusetts versus Andrew Jackson 
of Tennessee, whose candidacy is re- 
ferred by the Essex Gazette as the“ 
Blood and Carnage”’ ticket. 

Across the hall, the formal sitting 
room has recently housed a group of lo- 
cal women who discuss missionary pro- 
jects and the resurgence of religion. 
Pastel spring bonnets lie on couches, 
with an air of recent removal. 

“This was the scene of planning for 


missionary work and discussions of reli- 
gion. The women, most of whom were 
members of the South Church, were in 
the midst of reawakening consciousness 
and committment to religion.”’ Thibault 
explains. 

Steamer trunks and school books re- 
flect the lives of the Phillip Academy stu- 
dent boarders. There is a drawing of the 
new railroad, whose tracks would begin 
to stretch through Andover in 1835, due 
to the lobbying by Amos Blanchard, 
thus, beginning the connection of And- 
over merchants with Bostonians. 

The kitchen, which is the focal point of 
the house, according to Thibault, shows 
the Blanchard household in the process 
of preparing wax candles in case the 
family kerosene allotment was slim, 
while nearby are wooden scrub boards 
and wash buckets, which would be filled 
with water drawn from an inside well 
and warmed over an open hearth stove 
to do the family laundry. 


Another project for the curator of edu- 
cation will be to prepare a slide-tape 
orientation program for the new house 
tour over the next three months. The pro- 
gram will be available to public and pri- 
vate schools and organizations or any 
group that would like to use the program 
along with the historical house and its 
resources. 


A local Girl Scout troop is in the proc- 
ess of preparing a skit that is based on 
the Flagg family, who owned a printing 
shop in Andover during the 1820s. The 
skit will involve four of the Flagg chil- 
dren in the Blanchard House kitchen dur- 
ing an April day. 


A walking tour of the town’s historic 
landmarks is in the process of being 
drafted along with a new guide training 
program by Thibault. 


“T have always been interested in ar- 
chitectural history. One can visualize 
earlier building patterns, the habits of 
the homeowner and builder and the

this for children.’’ It could conceivably 
be done for those who have been born 
deaf, too, he says—although the rehabili- 
tation would be difficult because, unlike 
his other patients, the individual would 
have never heard a sound and would 
have no basis for sound interpretation. 

Within the next two months, Arrigg 
has scheduled a number of people for the 
surgery at Bon Secours. But he says that 
this handful of patients represents a 
small proportion of those who could be 
helped. Publicity, says the doctor, is im- 
portant. ‘‘People need to know it’s there. 
They need the education,” he says. ‘‘Cliff 
Cleary would be deaf today if he hadn’t 
read about it in a local magazine.” 

And what of Cliff Cleary? Contacted by 
phone, his wife Dorothy’s voice positive- 
ly beams. 

‘He’s doing just wonderfully,’’ she 
says.

Itzhak Perlman, acclaimed as one of the finest 
violinists the world has known, will perform in 
recital at Andover’s J. Everett Collins Center 
for the Performing Arts on Thursday, May 1, at 
8 p.m. as part of the Victor Celebrity Series to 
benefit the Andover Endowment for the Arts.

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Elementary Schools Allowed To 
Use Grants For Improvements 


The School Committee has agreed to allow the 
elementary schools to begin to use the $25,000 
grant for school improvement out of the $200 
million school improvement reform bill insti- 
tuted by the state legislature in 1985. 

School improvement councils from each 
school, which were made up of Asst. Supt. Lois 
Haslem, teachers and parents, appeared before 
a school board to propose projects for the state 

unds. 

“The key phrase in the grants expenditure is 
to supplement, not supplant, items in the school 
budget.”’ Greg Dillard, Reasearch Analyst for 
the Committee on Education, said. ‘“‘We did not 
want to put 15 million restrictions on the grant, 
we felt that they would know what is needed on 
the local level. 

Restrictions on the grant have a great deal of 
latitude, although it can not be used to replace 
capital expenditures, utility costs, building mai- 
tenance or in place of funding already appropri- 
ated in the school budget, according to Dillard. 

The school board was given final veto power 
to exercise within 30 days proposals made by the 
school improvement councils for expenditures. 

Proposals from the five elementary schools 
are as follows: 

¢ Bancroft School: Update staff development 
in most resent education research practices, hir- 
ing consultants and guest lecturers—$2,000; pur- 
chase necessary equipment to convert two 
single disc drive machines into double disc drive

Essex County has been chosen to receive an 
additional $139,308 to supplement emergency 
food and shelter programs in the area. Last Oc- 
tober the county received $48,066. The monies

After a heated discussion about the planned 
placement of a controversial intersection, the 
Andover Planning Board voted on Tuesday night 
to disapprove definitive plans for the subdivision 
“Devonshire Place,” proposed for a location be- 
tween Osgood and Blanchard Streets. 

Before its vote, the board listened to an intro- 
duction of the plans by Arthur Fosse of Dana 
Perkins & Associates Engineering, of Lowell 
and Reading, which set the entrance road to the 
planned subdivision on an Osgood Street curve. 

Principal Planner Nancy Jeton then sketched 
the results of a town-commissioned study of the 
area by engineers from Vanasse/Hangen, a Bos- 
ton-based consulting firm. According to the stu- 
dy, said Jeton, the curves on Osgood had been 
determined unsafe by radius and dimension for 
speeds now used by their travelers. Sight dis- 
tances for drivers were considered poor; in or- 
der to improve them, the town would have to 
clear and replant vegetation near the new 
would-be intersection—a difficult maintenance 
problem because the area is wooded and would 
probably re-seed itself with its natural flora. 

“T think that the Planning Board would not be 
acting on good faith introducing a new intersec- 
tion at this point on the roadway,’’ Jeton con- 
cluded. 

Attorneys for Stephen Doherty, the project’s 
developer, requested a time extension for the 
definitive plan, so that they could review the 
Vanasse/Hangen study. 

Doherty said that he had tried to comply as 
fully as possible with previous requests from the 
town concerning the proposed intersection. ‘“‘We 
proposed to clear the area and put up guard- 
rails,’’ he said. ‘I just think we should have a 
little more time.” 

Board Chairman Margaret Bradshaw re- 
minded Doherty that the board had reviewed the 
plan more than once, and that, each time, they 
had rejected it because of the placement of the 
intersection. ‘‘Now you're telling us, ‘Give us 
more time because we couldn’t get it past you?’ 
” she asked. 

Attorney John Carragher of Chelmsford, 
speaking for Doherty, charged that the board 
had introduced the Vanasse/Hangen study at 
“1D. Day and H. Hour,’’—a tactic he denounced 
as unfair. 

Board member Paul Curley countered that the 
developer had also had access to consultants. 
Why, he asked, hadn’t they commissioned their 
own study? 

Carragher also suggested that the developer 
would be willing to clear and plant to increase 
sight distances, and that he could also set aside 
a fund for maintenance of the cleared site.

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Fire Marshall To Examine 
Propane Gas Storage Site 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Monday night, at the Board of Selectmen’s in- 
vitation, residents from the surrounding area 
once again aired their concerns over WCCM Ra- 
dio’s storage of 2,500 gallons of propane gas at 
its Chandler Road transmitter site. After 
lengthy discussion, board members struck an 
uneasy truce with the citizens by agreeing to 
request inspection of the site by the office of the 
State Fire Marshall. 

WCCM had asked for permission for the gas 
storage at the board’s Jan. 27 meeting, so that it 
could comply with regulations governing its 
newly-attained status as a Civil Defense station. 
Those regulations required the station to keep a 
supply of fuel on site that would be capable of 
running its generator for two weeks. 

Had WCCM opted to store 2,000 gallons, it 
would have been able to do so without a permit. 
Instead, the station decided to augment its exist- 
ing 500-gallon tank of propane with two new 
1,000-gallon tanks. Although the total storage ca- 
pacity of 2,500 would be more than required, an 
engineer for the project said that the extra ca- 
pacity would provide for underfilling of tanks to 
accommodate gas expansion, and allow for re- 
serve fuel to heat the quonset at the transmitter 
site. 

At the Jan. 27 meeting, residents of nearby 
Joseph, Matthew and North Streets protested 
that the site was easily accessible to children 
who sometimes set brush fires on the property. 

After the selectmen granted the license by a 4 
1 vote (Selectman Donn Byrne opposing )—with 
the stipulation that the site be inspected by the 
Fire Department on a quarterly basis—abutters 
circulated a petition for reconsideration of the 
action. 

In response to the petition, Town Manager 
Kenneth Mahony put the issue on the agenda, 
once again, for Monday night. 

The selectmen opened the discussion by an- 
nouncing that they had walked the site. 

Selectman Gerry Silverman said that he had 
been surprised, after hearing abutters talk 


about the proximity of houses to the transmitter 
at the previous meeting, to find the site relative- 
ly isolated. ‘‘You can’t see a house from where 
the tanks are,”’ he said. 

Silverman added that the tank site is enclosed 
in an eight-foot fence that is topped with barbed 
wire. ‘‘If we’re going to say that it’s going to be 
a problem with children in the area,” he said, 
“then no place is safe.”’ 

Bob Morrison of Matthew Street stressed that 
the facility on the site is unmanned and that the 
area is unsupervised. ‘‘Leaks—that’s what 
we’re concerned about,” he said. “It’s a serious 
problem, and it’s unmanned.”’ As for inspection, 
he added, ‘‘Quarterly isn’t enough. That’s 13 
weeks. It could be leaking for 12 weeks and we 
have a little fire, and boom!” 

Fire Chief William Downs explained that his 
department had checked the grounds and the 
plot plans, and had requested information about 
the station’s plans for complying with fire regu- 
lations before recommending approval. “As far 
as I’m concerned,” he said, “‘it’s a reasonable 
request.” 

Abutter James Sullivan, a consulting engineer 
whose business requires him to inspect fire 
sites, said that the radio antenna has been 


known to give off sparks. The present tank loca- | 


tion, he maintained, is precariously close to the 
tower: “If you happen to have a leak and spark- 
ing in the same location, you could have an ex-’ 
plosion,” he said. 

Sullivan added that, in his opinion, the regula- 
tions now met by the placement were ‘mini- 
mal.’’ He and other abutters would like to see 
aga meet more stringent regulations, he 
said. 

After further discussion, it was suggested that 
the board take the problem to the State Fire 
Marshall’s office. Abutters voiced a cautious 
agreement with the idea, and the board voted 
unanimously to have officials from the office 


inspect the site for safety, bearing in mind the 


placement issues raised at the meeting.

Jeton told the developer and his representa- 
tives, ‘“‘We’re creating neighborhoods.

He likened the sug- 
gested clearing and replanting to looking for a 
cure for a disease that makes one’s hair fall 
out—and having the doctor say, ‘‘ ‘Yes—that’s 
too bad—here’s a hat. Wear it.’ ”’ 

The board refused to consider the developer’s 
request for extension; the vote to disapprove the 
plans for ‘‘Devonshire Place’”’ was unanimous.

The Andover Board of Selectmen voted

eTown Moderator James D. Doherty, 
Juniper Road, will be seeking reelection 
for a one-year term. Doherty has held 
office for the past eight years. 

eBoard of Selectmen Charles Wesson, 
Marwood Drive, and Gerald Silverman, 
Dufton Road, will be seeking reelection 
for a three-year terms. Silverman has 
been a member of the board since 1980 
and Wesson will be seeking his second 
term. 

*School Committee Richard W. Neal, 
Twinbrook Circle, and Chairman Donald 
Robb, York Street, will be seeking re- 
election to three-year terms. Neal has 
been a member of the board since 1981. 
Robb, who was appointed to the commit- 
tee in 1979 to finish out the term of Ca- 
simer Kolaski and was elected to the 
board since. 

eMember of the Andover Housing Au- 
thority Ronald Hajj, 22 Enmore St., wilt 
be seeking reelection for a five-year 
term. Hajj was appointed in 1984 to finish 
out the unexpired-term of Tom Eldred. - 

One new factor in this year’s town 
election will be a new vote punching sys- 
tem for voters. Andover has had an elec- 
tronic voting system since 1967. This 
year the stylus puncher will be replaced 
by a data vote puncher, according to 
Town Clerk Elden R. Salter. With the 
stylus puncher, voters were supplied 
with ballot pages and would have to 
match their selection to the candidate’s 
corresponding number. The data vote 
puncher allows the candidate’s name to 
be placed directly on the I.B.M. cards, 
and selected from there. ‘“‘This is a more 
progressive system with little room for 
error,” Salter said. The Town Clerk will 
be instructing registering voters on the 
use of the new data vote puncher. The 
town will be using the same tabulation 
equipment, according to the Town Clerk. 
Voter registration for this year’s town 
elections will be Tuesday, Feb. 18 and 25, 
from 6:30 to 7:30 p.m. On Saturday, 
March 1, voter registration will be held 
from 12 to 8 p.m. and the final day for 
registration will be Tuesday, March 4, 
form 8:30 a.m. to 10 p.m. at the Town 
Clerk’s Office, Town Offices Building, 
Bartlet Street:

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

The editorial of February 6 and the side col- 
umn by Susan K. O’Neill are inaccurate and in- 
appropriate. 

The residents of Andover who belong to the 
West Andover Neighborhood Association 
(WANA) are citizens who have served or are 
currently serving on many town boards and 
committees. Examples of participation include 
finance, school, parking, health, fair housing 
and others. 

Andover residents from West Andover exer- 
cise restraint and proper respect when they ad- 
dress issues that involve the community at large 
as well as the special issues of various neighbor- 
hoods throughout Andover.

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Voters Considered Better 
Judges Of Cable TV Costs 


Should the town pay $15,000 to make the tele- 
vising of community events and meetings more 
convenient for the camera crew? 

The question—which is addressed in Article P- 
38 on the preliminary copy of the town war- 
rant—was discussed at a recent meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen. Board members ultimately 
agreed that it could best be answered, not by 
their recommendations, but by the voters them- 
selves at Town Meeting. 

Cable Advisory Committee chairman Jack 
Dempsey, who also acted as cameraman in tele- 
vising the night’s meeting, opened the dis- 
cussion with his committee report, which 
offered a breakdown of the $15,000 cable war- 
rant article. 

Under the provisions of its license, explained 
Dempsey, Rollins Cablevision provides the free 
use of its equipment to citizens filming Commu- 
nity Access activities. Gathering that equip- 
ment, however, is time-consuming and 
inconvenient, he said. 

Prior to each meeting, Dempsey and his staff 
must collect the camera, cables and lines, and 
audio components from Merrimack College or 
the high school. Because of the amount of equip- 
ment required for each filming, the task may 
require several trips. 

The day after filming, Dempsey continued, he 
must return all equipment to its storage site. 
Since he works during the day, that duty usually 
falls to other volunteer staff members who have 
more flexible schedules. 

Dempsey said that $12,000 of the money re- 
quested in his committee’s warrant article 
would be used to buy equipment, which the town 
would own and store at Town Hall—thus elimi- 
nating the inconvenience of borrowing Rollins’ 
cable gear. 

The remaining $3,000 would be used to pay two 
crew members per meeting a stipend of $25 each 
to cover selectmen’s and school committee 
meetings and other activities. Instead of rele- 
gating film work to volunteers, the money would 
give him ‘‘the ability to hire some young people, 
some students, who might have an interest in 
this,”” Dempsey explained. 

‘T wouldn’t even vote yes or no on this issue,”’ 
said selectman Gerry Silverman, explaining 
that he felt town citizens should vote on whether 
they want to pay for the televising of meetings. 
He added that he would have willingly okayed 
the $3,000 item because of its job-training as- 
pects, but that he would have trouble approving 
the equipment purchase because of factors such 
as the necessity of repair or replacement. 

Chairman William Dalton suggested that, 
since the filming was in effect a ‘municipal 
function,’’ the town might be able to provide 
Dempsey with help in procuring and returning 
the equipment. 

Selectman John Scileppi said that a Town 
Meeting vote would be a ‘‘great way to find out”’ 
about town interest in televised meetings, since 
no one knows at present how many citizens actu- 
ally tune in to Community Access. 

‘Perhaps we’re putting too much importance 
on numbers,’’ mused Dalton. ‘‘Are we looking

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for a big audience? Or are we looking for an 
interested audience?’’ Ultimately he, too, 
agreed that the issue would best be decided at 
the Town Meeting level. 

Asked about the scope of cable TV in Andover, 
Dempsey said that approximately 65 percent of 
the town’s 9,000-plus households subscribe to 
Rollins’ service. 

Dempsey emphasized that Rollins Cablevision 
had willingly fulfilled its obligations in regards 
to the logistics of local television. Relations be- 
tween the company and his community access 
crew have been good, he said, explaining that 
Rollins has trained approximately 200 individu- 
als in town to use the equipment. Few of those 
trained, however, have volunteered to help with 
the filming of meetings and events. 

Immediately following Dempsey’s report, the 
board entertained complaints by audience mem- 
ber Kenneth Buck about the rise in cable rates 
set by Rollins. Buck—who announced at the on- 
set, ‘‘You know where I stand; I’ve had cable 
removed’’—took selectman Donn Byrne to task 
for comments he had evidently made at an ear- 
lier meeting of the Cable Advisory Committee, 
to which Buck had presented his rate criticisms. 

Buck accused Byrne of having said that “‘it 
would be useless to bring your problems before 
the selectmen.”’ 

Not so, countered Byrne. He explained that 
Dempsey and his staff had entertained Buck’s 


complaints at length at the Cable Advisory Com- , 


mittee meeting. Afterward, Byrne had stated 
that, were Buck to bring his concerns before the 
selectmen, he would recommend that they re- 
turn the issue to the cable committee which, he 
contended, was a more appropriate forum for 
rate matters. 

Clearly not impressed with Byrne’s explana- 
tion, Buck went on to condemn Rollins for its 
rate hikes—and Byrne for another comment he 
had supposedly uttered at the cable committee 
meeting characterizing the hikes as ‘twenty 
cents here and forty cents there.”’ 

Furthermore, Buck insisted, Rollins was 
doing its customers a grave disservice by charg- 
ing for ‘‘network T.V. that you could get with a 
coat hanger.’ What option did a customer have, 
he asked, in the face of Rollins’ big-company 
behavior? 

‘‘T guess that you just don’t pay the rates, and 
you buy a coat hanger,’’ suggested Byrne. 

Buck agreed—and insisted that he intends to 
buy a Satellite ‘‘dish’’ when the three-foot size 
becomes available to the general public. He con- 
tinued his part of the discussion at length, allud- 
ing again and again, with obvious sarcasm, to 
Byrne’s ‘‘twenty cents here, forty cents there”’ 
statement. 

Finally, Buck’s reference to the statement 
prompted Byrne to answer that the amount in 
question would buy ‘‘a Jot of coat hangers.”’

Warrior Icemen Impressive 


In Haverhill, Billerica Wins

The Andover High varsity hockey team is 
heading down the homestretch of what should be 
the most successful season in the history of the 
program. 

The Golden Warriors picked up two more im- 
pressive victories last week, ripping Haverhill 
and its All-Scholastic goalie Peter Harris for 
seven goals in a 7-4 victory, and stunning peren- 
nial power Billericd 2-1 on the strength of first- 
period goals by juniors Brian Costello and Glenn 
Allard and a spectacular goaltending perfor- 
mance by Bob Pothier.

The Golden Warriors have won three straight, 
are 3-1-1 in their last five starts, and have beaten 
Billerica twice in the same season for the first 
time in memory.

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Merrimack College Sports Wrap-up

With less than two weeks remaining to the end of the 
regular season in basketball and hockey, the drive to the 
playoffs is alive and well at Merrimack College. The com- 
bined win/loss ratio of the men’s basketball and hockey 
teams is .667 winning percentage (32-13-1) with just four 
games left for each team.

Health Clubs 


A new law took effect 
last month which will 
greatly assist Attorney 
General Francis X. 
Bellotti’s office in pro- 
tecting Massachusetts 
consumers from uns- 
crupulous practices by 
health club operators. 

The legislation, spon- 
sored by Sen. Robert 
Wetmore (D-Barre) re- 
quires new health clubs 
to post security bonds, 
helping to ensure that 
some funds will be 
available to provide re- 
funds to members if a 
club closes. In 1985, 40 
health clubs in Massa- 
chusetts shut their 
doors. While the Attor- 
ney General was able 
to assist some consum- 
ers who lost money, the 
health club industry 
was largely unregu- 
lated until the new law 
took effect. 

The legislation also 
provides a ‘‘three-day 
cooling off period,”’ 
during which consum- 
ers can cancel a con- 
tract with a_ health 
club. 

In the past year, Bel- 
lotti’s office has pur- 
sued court actions 
against several health 
clubs in Massachusetts 
for unfair business 
practices.

Pines Drive as a public road (Doyle); 

¢ a request to repeal or rescind a pre- 
vious Town Meeting vote limiting the 
size of motor allowed on boats using Fos- 
ters Pond (Edward E. Gurry). 

The board voted unanimously to insert 
all the above articles, with the exception 
of the Sunset Rock abandonment. That 
article opposes another which asks for 
approval, and improvement, of the same 
road as a public way. Noting that the two 
represented a neighborhood dis- 
agreement, Town Manager Kenneth Ma- 
hony said that he hoped that the two 
factions would solve their differences in 
private. If that is not the case, he added, 
the board can vote for reinsertion of the 
article at a later date before Town Meet- 


ing. 

The board also voted to insert a num- 
ber of town-sponsored articles. Besides 
the hotel/motel tax, these include:

When you buy a new 
home, you'll have to 
decide what form of 
ownership you'll want.
